A Business iflotrospoct. 

iMo.NTUKAi,, Jan. 0. — Dun, Wiiiian A" 
Co. liavu issued tiieir annual statement of 
business failures for tho past year in the 
Dominion. Tho statement shows a mark- 
ed improvement in the condition of trade 
in Canada duiing the year 1881, as com- 
pared with the preceding year or any for- 
mer year since 1870, that year includod. 
The number of failures for tho year 1881 
in Canada n-oro G35, with liabilities of 
80,751,207, against 907 failures mth lia- 
bilities of ?7,988,077 in 1880; 1,002 fail- 
ures with liabilities of .$--'0,. 1-17, 937 in 
1870; 1,007 failcn.s with liabilities of 
823,008,077 in 1878; 1,H02 failures with 
liabilities of S2r),rj23,90;i in 1877, and 
1,728 failures with liabilities of .$25,717,- 
991 in 1870. An examination shows that 
the number of failures as cooapared with 
the number in business bears a marked 
improvomont in 1881 as compared with 
1880. In 1881 there were 59,110 busi- 
ness firms, so that tho percentage of fail- 
ures was one in every 03, whoroaa in 1880 
there wore 57,100 business firms, showing 
tho percentage of that year to be one "iii 
every 63. Tho average liability, in *1881 
was §9,057, against 88,807 in 1880.

Act of 1881, which embraces all the pro- 
ceeding municipal acts.

The Chief Justice did not like the 
clause atbting^ that his; jiidgmont should 
bo tindl in the inattor. 

Mr. T. D.ivio remarked thjjt this was 
not a controverted election, lie was not 
in a position t.i outer a petition and neith- 
er of his cK; -.'.a v.-i 'lied to embark in a 
suit ag'iii.tit the .uont applicants.

Air. T. Davio rnuaon'eu Cnnw up a 
short petition and it was accordingly done 
on the understanding that no liability 
should bo incurred for coats. 

Mr. Drake continued his argument and 
referred to sub-section 4 of section 14. 
Ho ]>ointed oat a remarkable difference in 
the B. 0. Act and those of England and 
Ontario. 

Tlie Chief .1 u.-itico [ireferred the inuui- 
cipid act of Ontario bucauao those of B.C. 
had been based on the statutes of tliat 
province and assimilated nioro nearly with 
them than with those of tho other pro- 
vinces. 

Mr. T. Davio here romarkod that ho 

did not see how he could file a petition as 
he had no instructions for .so doing. 

Tho Chief Justice said any voter could 
filo the petition. 

Mr. W. K. Bull thou oonsonted to sign 
the petition and tho case proceeded, it 
being understood that the petitioner should 
not incur any costs in tho suit. 

Mr. Drake proceeded and read tho 
declaration and disqualification clause in 
tlio Ontario Act and remarked that tho 
English disqualification clause was simi- 
lar. All the decisions he had been able to 
find went on the question of "interest." 
He referred to cases in point. If tho 
v.'ording of the B. C. Act had boon simi- 
lar to the Engli.sh and Ontario Acts there 
could have been imj doubt on the case be- 
fore the cour*. 

Tho Chief Justice rcmarkod on 
ono of tho ctiaes citod that if one 
lamp post had beon contracted for any 
number might bo contracted for and 
other articles also. If one man was al- 
lowed to contract any number might 
bo so allowed. 

Mr. Drake continued that his clients 
had an interest in tho shares of tho Tele- 
phone Company when elected. 

Tho Chief Justice romarkod that thcBe 
gentlemen wore shareholders and over}' 
shareliolder entorod virtually into any 
contracts that might have been made. 

Mr. Drake submitted that members of 
a joint stock company could not sue in- 
dividually. A single member of 6f'a com- 
pany was only a nonentity. 

The Chief Justice dissented from this 
view of the niatter. 

Mr. Drake hero defined from Mr. Jus- 
tice Lindlcy what a corporation roally is. 
The person holding a position in a cor- 
poration could not come under tho defi- 
nition just read. He read Mr. Baker's 
declaration in order to show )he connec- 
tion of his client.') with the Tolephono 
Company. Was the coinpiiiiy such an one 
as would como witliin the ecope of tho 
Municipal Act ? The outgoing , Council 
could not pledge tho expenditure of a 
single dollar beyond their own term of 
offico. Cliitty's definition ot a contract 
was then read and tlie learned counsel 
contended that there was nothing to 
oblige the Telephone Company to coii- 
tinuo the agreement witli tho Cuuncil for 
a single day. Other coses were then 
cited. Tho word "interest" was used in 
those act audit had been excluded inten- 
tionally in the B. C. Act. Ho contended 
that all persons holding water works de- 
bentures would have an interest in the 
contract to pay them, and if this view of 
the case wore ontortaiued there would bo 
but few who were qualified for tho posi- 
tion of councillor. Tho declaration in the 
Act was then read. The question to bo 
considered is whether at tlie nomination 
the disqualification attached to these gen- 
tlemen or not. If the word "interest" 
wore used ho would not argue tho case 
for n moment. Other cases were then 
cited. .All these cases wont on tho word 
"interest'' and lie aulunitted that they 
did not apply under the wording of tho 
Municipal Act. Neither Mr. Baker nor 
Capt. WaiTon had any interest as mere 
ordinary shareholders; and as such they 
wero not disqualified from sitting as coun- 
cillors. 

The Chief .Justice wislicd to see the 
statute under which tho Tolephono Com- 
pany was incorporated. This was a-;- 
cordingly referred to by Mr. Drake. His 
Lordship referred to the very largo num- 
ber of respoetable oitizons who were con- 
nected with the Gas Company or the 
water works, and who would bo disquali- 
fied if tlie word "interest" had been used 
in Acts since 1802. 

Mr. T. Davie thought it necessary to 
place the facts of tiio caao before the 
Court, Ho thought tho relations be- 
tween tho Tolephono Company andthe cor- 
poration should he proven, .ind ho wished 
Mr. Leigh, the Town (jlerk, to state 
the.- 1. 

Tho Town Clerk was accordingly sworn. 
Was clerk to the corporation; and read 
from the minute book the arrangements that 
had boon entered into with the company 
at diflerent times. 

Mr. T. Davio remarked that under sec- 
tion 1-1 ho found who were di8((ualilied for 
serving as couiicillora. Sub. sec. 4 and 
sub. sec. had some bearing on the case 
and Mr. Baker and Mr. Warren 
wore diaqualifiod under botli of thoso. Ho 
submitted that tho act should be 
read as a whole. In this case 
it was abundantly clear that this was a 
contract with the Tolophone Company. 
That company had a direct mtoreat in 
keeping the contract afloat. Tho argu- 
ment of 'Ih'e learned cotihsol that the con- 
tract could be discontinued at any time 
was an afortiri arg ,ment against their 
qualification. Ho contended that tiie 
two couiioillors in justice would have 
a direct interest in continuing that con- 
tract. .-Vuthorities wore then cited in 
support of tho contention that councillors 
should bo in a position to give disin- 
terested votes. Ho referred to tho rea- 
sons of the Ugislature for passing tho 
disqualitication clauses of tho Act. It 
might bo that Mr. Baker could not give a 
disinterested, vote on thoso matters that 
might bo brought baforo tho council: A 
man's interest is tho same whether ho is a 
moniber of a company or holds tlio con- 
tract iiidividiially. Judguionts were refer- 



red to in support of this view of the 
matter. 

His Lordsliip raised the supposition to 
Mr. Drake, that if the Gas Company 
could get:fiv,e , or six of their directors 
olectea as co'iincillors they would certainly 
control all matters pertaining to tho com- 
pany in the council. i 

Mr. T. Davio romar'.:ed that the pre- 
sent case was directly within the mischief 
oontemplatod by tho Act of parliament. 
Tho argument that ^he disciua|i£c4^ion 
existed at the timo of the nomip^lii)^ aud 
had Binco boon removed would not _hpla 
water in any way, anid authorities were 
cited in proof. Mr. Baker's affidavit was 
then commented on. - Tho argument ad- 
vanced that the shares being disposed of, 
perhaps just before coming into court,did 
not qualify Mr. Baker. 

Tho Chief Justice wanted to knovv why 
tho word " interest " was left , out and 
what contract had Mr. Baker mth tho 
Corporation? Ho was only a shareholdor 
and in no legal proceedings would Mr. 
E. C. Baker's name appear at all. 

Mr. T. Davio was of opinion that tho 
word contnict includod "interest" in iti 
Ho thought that the sub-sections refo'h'ed 
to explainod tho difficulty. Ho submitted 
that tho intention of tho legislature was 
to exclude such persons as held jharos in 
tho gas or other company from holding 
oilico in tho Council. 

Tho Chief Justice — What are the rate- 
payers and tho Council but a joint stock 
company? and the objections might bo 
applied to everybody. 

Mr. T. Davie citod a number of Ontar- 
ian cases bearing on the points of liis ar- 
gument. The principal ground on which 
he submitted his argument wo? on the 
Act itself, and he contended that Mosirs, 
Baker and Warren were clearly disquali- 
fied. 

Mr. Drake pointed (uit some inconsia- 
tunoios in Mr. T. Davie's argument. Ho 
contended that tho time HpcciUed iu tho 
outli waa tho present and not the past. 
If a man was not directly or indirectly 
engaged in any contract or service with 
tho Corporat.on at tho timo of taking tho 
oath he was not disqualified from sitting 
as a member of tho Council. 

His Lordship then thanked the counsel 
on both sides for their arguments and 
said ho would deliver judgment at the 
earliest possible moment. 

The court then adjourned.

TTnloadln? a Sie Oolller In Tvo&ty- 
Four Sours, 

Extensive coal hoisting works and stor- 
age bins have Been erected on the First 

and Bri.nnan street wharves by tho Ore- 
gon Improvement Company to handle tho 
12,000 tons of coal it is receiving each 
month. Tlie company owns four steam 
colliers — the Willametto, 2,500 tons car- 
rying capncit'i . L'laatilla and Walla Wal- 
la, 2,300 tons each, r,nd tho Mississippi, 
1,200. Tho latter is of English build and 
was originally a blockade runner. Tho 
other vessels wero built by Joha Eoach 
at Ciiostor, Pennsylvania. As each of 
these vessels make two trips per month, 
there aro brought to this port every thirty 
days 12,000 tons of coal. Along tho edge 
of the dock where tho colliers lie are 
erected four towers two of which are 
moveable, running on a track. In each 
of those towers is a double cylinder com- 
pound hoisting engine. When a collier 
is in dock each of the towers is brought 
opposite one of the four hatches of 'th'e 
vessel and tho coal is lioisted from tho 
hold in large Inicket.s containing 1,200 
pounds. ThcBo buckets aro hoisted and 
dumped into a hand-cart. These carta 
are carried across a long elevated w.iy to 
the storage sheds, 264 by 100 feet in size 
around . the sides are bins holdhig 2,500 
tons. From these bins load forty-four 
chutes with screens, through which do- 
livery carts aro loaded, a cart being filled 
in half a minute by simply raising a gatQ. 
7'hc space in the centre of tho building 
will hold 2,500 tons of coal, so that the 
total storage capacity is 10,000 tons. Tho 
arrangements aro ho complofo that tho 
largest collier will bo unloaded in twenty- 
four hours. — >S'. CalL

In those times the7Baria>r< 
ian dressmakers used to spend the''ieEi^ 
son of Lent in wondering what ' new 
style of garment her Majesty would ap- 
pear in at tho annual Euster outing of 
Longchamps; for, as everybody knows, 
it was at Easter, when tho whole of the 
"great world" used to stream toward 
Longohampa in their carriage^ that 
tho fashions for the coming year' worS 
shown forth. 

Tho Empress, by way of doing equal 
justice to all tho tradesmen of tho capi- 
tal, used to have her dre.^sea mado at 
home, keeping a staff of twelve expert 
Boamstrcases tor the pui'poso, and a cos- 
tumier whose business it was to sketch 
models for new dresses and bonnets. 
This great man's labor was not per- 
formed in jealoua seorecy, for his 
skotehes were examined and debated 
upon by tho Empress and the principal 
ladies of her court ; so that when some 
novelty was ndojjted two or three of tho 
leading milliiierH of Paris always had 
eogiiizaueo of it, through the orders 
given by these ladies.

All these violent 
e.hanges, however, are now things of the 
])ast. There are now no recopfnized 
leaders of fashion Iu Ptuis; uud, though 
overy year brings some now modes with 
it, these lU'c neither so generally nor bo 
rapidly copied as they used to be. Then 
some fashions which have been found 
comely aud convenient have maintained 
their prestige for several seasons in suc- 
cession, defj-iug all extravagant at- 
tempts to snperseda tbem. — London 
News.
